The meeting was called to order by the chairman, 
frecticy, at 2:00 P- M. ‘The clerk called the roll: 
There were 34 members of the delegation present as

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire the board of Merrimack County Com- 
missioners herewith submit the annual report of the 
Commissioners along with the Treasurer, Superintend- 
ent and Matron of the County Home and House of 
Correction, Farm Physician, Clerk of Superior Court, 
County Solicitor, Chaplain, Sheriff, Auditors, and 
County Extension Service for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1956. 

The Commissioners concur with the statement of the 
Superintendent and Matron contained in this report. 

We also desire again this year, to express our appre- 
ciation of the work of the Federated Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Club of Concord and to the Kiwanis 
Club also of Concord who provided a most successful 
Yuletide party at the County Home. 


The following items were in excess of the budget 
allowance allocated to the County for the fiscal year, 
1956: 


Board and care of children exceeded the budget 
allowance by $4,162.65. This was a result of increasing 
the regular rate paid for children in foster and institu- 
tional care from the standard of $35,00 per month to 
$40.00 per month effective July 1, 1956. 


The cost of new construction and equipment at the 
County Court House, consisting of repairing the floor 
of the main corridor, exceeded by $103.44, the amount 
allocated for this purpose. 

The cost of new construction and equipment at the 
County Home exceeded the budget allowance by ~ 
$2,243.83. This included replacement of a deteriorated 
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refrigerator room in the main building, and the replace- 
ment of the boiler in the main heating system to con- 
form to inspection standards. 

The foregoing items in excess of the budget appro- 
priation were more than offset by a surplus accruing 
from the following major items: Poor off farm 
$14,737.66, Soldiers’ Aid $4,421.90. 

The unexpired balance from these and other items 
totalled $17,843.80. 

Thus, County expenditures have been confined to the 
amount allocated for the fiscal year, and again this year, 
a substantial amount of the appropriation is carried over 
as surplus. | 

This has been accomplished despite rising costs and 
without sacrifice of standards of maintenance and care 
of physical equipment.

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To the Board of County Commissioners, 
Merrimack County: 


Gentlemen: 


The past year of 1956 has seemed very short, although 
we know it has been the regular length, but when one is 
busy, and there is much to do, the time passes quickly. 

Our population has been higher than in former years, 
averaging about 10 persons per day, or 3,000 for the 
year. ‘This has caused an increase in our expenditures 
for yearly maintenance. 


The general health of the residents has been good, 
even though there has been a number of deaths. These 
were mostly older individuals. 


The garden crop was not as good as the year before, 
the weather being unfavorable for some crops. How- 
ever a good portion were frozen or canned for winter 
consumption, and there was still plenty of fresh vege- 
tables for the table during the season. 


We have installed Milk Dispensers in the two Hos- 
pitals, upon the recommendation of the State Depart- 
ment of Health. Milk used for drinking in the hospitals 
is always cold, and has been entirely eliminated from 
any possibility of contamination. We were unfortunate 
in losing one of our boilers, which due to its age of 31 
years, gave out and had to be made to order and re- 
placed. This was an expense which had not been antici- 
pated. It fortunately all happened at a time when the 
weather was mild, so that it caused little distress from 
cold to anyone. 

Our recreation program was similar to other years, 
with two dances being held, as well as the Annual 
Picnic, and movies to the Open Air Theatre in the 
evenings. [he Christmas Party, sponsored by the 
B. P. W., and under the able leadership of Miss Bessie 
Gray, was a most enjoyable affair, with a fine program 
given with the assistance of the Kiwanis Club and Santa 
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Claus. Many lovely gifts were distributed to the Resi- 
dents. ‘he Salvation Army visited the Home and Jail, 
and gave gifts to all. 

Our sincere thanks to all those who helped to make 
the year a happy one for the Residents; the Merchants 
of Concord and Franklin; to those who donated books 
and magazines throughout the year; and to Rey. and 
Mrs. Thomas and the Carol Singers. 

We wish to express our gratitude to the Commis- 
sioners, the County Delegation, the Social Workers, Dr. 
McLeod and the Clergy for their great help during the 
year.

The year 1956 may be viewed with mixed emotions. 
Serious offenses (felonies) committed have been less 
numerous than during 1955. But, the all-inclusive num- 
ber of cases handled or investigated by the office of the 
Solicitor have increased to 263, an increase of 47 cases 
over 1955. In addition, numerous complaints have not 
been indexed, the complaints proving groundless upon 
investigation. An increased use of the Uniform Re- 
ciprocal Support Petition was made during 1956 to- 
gether with a great increase in the number of non- 
support matters. Results gained from the use of the 
Reciprocal Support Petitions is also viewed with mixed 
emotions. Administration of the Petitions by receiving 
states varies greatly as well as do the results. Enforce- 
ment of orders made is well handled by certain receiving 
states while others neglect its enforcement. Certain 
states are well equipped to handle these matters, others 
seem to treat the Petitions as nuisances. 

Juvenile offenses, although less than 1955, have be- 
come alarming. Numerous juvenile matters are handled 
by the Municipal Courts in which the Solicitor does not 
participate, as the offense is of a nature not requiring 
the intervention of the Solicitor. However, the serious- 
ness of the juvenile offense has increased together with 
the number of female juvenile offenders. 

Motor vehicle violations, especially driving while in- 
toxicated cases, are now being well handled. ‘The 
proper use of the law as amended by the 1955 Legisla- 
ture is being made, and suspension of licenses is being 
made in conformance with the Legislative intent. 
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With the exception of non-support matters and 
juvenile offenses, 1956 may be remembered as an ordin- 
ary year. Perhaps the juvenile statute could be some- 
what tightened, making it more workable and under- 
standable and less involved with the Industrial School 
Statute. Nevertheless, 1956 leaves the office of the Solici- 
tor hopeful that the decline in felonies will continue, 
and that his office will have the continued co-operation 
of the New Hampshire State Police, the office of Clyde 
R. Parker, sheriff, the various City and ‘Town Police De- 
partments, and all other individuals and law enforce- 
ment agencies without whose help and co-operation the 
office of the Solicitor could not function.
